CONNECTICUT VALLEY. 


One thing is [perfectly apparent even 


to the most obtuse producer engaged in 
growing tobacco in our iboantiful valley 
and that is, the profits are altogether too 
uinall to induce tne continuance of its 
••ultnre. Farmers have continued grow- 
i ig tobacco because they have all tl e 
facilities for so doing. Largo and com- 
modious sbede, fino stripping rooms and 
erery tool that is requisite for doing the 
work, ana asile from these we have 
raised it so long that habit has much to 
do with our growing it. It takes pome 
time to change our habits and commence 
growing some other crop in ita stead 
Still very many have reduced their acre- 
age to quite an appreciable extent. . In 
many of our towns a tnrther reduction 
will take place next year. 


There are two or threo things that we 


must do if we 30ntinuo tho culture of 
tobacco. First, we must raiso a finer 
leaf; second, we must havo a leaf that 
will'burn well leaving a good solid white 
osh; third, we must plant it so early that 
it will ripen before we aro compelled to 
cut it by reason of early frosts. TbicK, 
heavy, uoripe and bad burning leaf will 
not sell for cost of production. There is 
no question but what New England seed 
itat, if grown so as to be fine and of good 
burning quality, will always be in de- 
mand at remunerative prices.-—American 
Culticator.
